2. Sub ject vELS born in Latvia. He has 23 years experience in intelligence. 
He has served in the Russian and German armies- In 1945 he was employed by the 
British, but due to lack pf fur.d6, they dropped him. He was given 250O Deutsche 
I^arks by the Military Intelligence Company to run a chain into the Russiain Zone. 
His information was slightly' above mediuia. Headc^uartera Sucom told the Militaxy 
Intelligence Company to drop him as they axe not allowed to run chains outside 
of the U.S, Zone. Captain Madden Informed me of the above merAtioned information. 
He said he is willing to have Sgt. Kemp make an initial contact to introduce him 
to one of our people. Sgt. Kemp was transferred from Fulda to Bschwege when 
subject*s services were terminated. Captain Madden doesn’t want us to use Sgt.
